In estim ating Hie risk of accident 
while he run« , a man is very apt to 
overlook one of its most im portant 
factors. This L found in w hat may 
perhaps be term ed most properly th< 
special hazards of modern life, thos* 
which com e into existence when a 
man departs from his usual routine. 
They naturally vary m ore or less, 
according to the predilections and cir 
cutnsUvnces of the individual, but In 
one form or another they exist for 
almost all of us. Perhaps the most 
com mon af them, and by no moans 
the least Im portant, is connected with 
tin' outing season which 
is 
now 
about to beg in. 
The annual outing for com bined 
purposes of pleasure and health, is 
a th ing 
of com paratively 
recent 
g row lit. 
T h ere was no such custom 
it* the olden times. Most men had 
about all they could do to earn fiudr 
living s, and those who were in eas­ 
ier eircuintsanees found sources of 
recreation near at hand. T ra nsp o rta­ 
tion facilities were so crude that, no 
one indulg ed |n journeys except when 
necessity dictated. Life was simpler, 
too, in those days. 
Everyone did 
more for him self and In th a t way 
m anag ed to g et an am ount of vari­ 
ety in occupation which is impossi 
hie now. Even the few exceptions to 
this rule did not, ever vary 
much 
from the ordinary course of their 
lives. H unting and fishing for the in 
lander, and sailing for the dw eller on 
1ho coast, 
were aim ut 
th e 
whob 
g am ut that could tm run in tho way 
of am usem ent, and thos» * m ero nmr* 
than likely to be fam iliar to m ost of 
the people who indulg ed In them . 
Nowadays the situation is far dif­ 
ferent. The differentiation of work 
and the massing of population in 
larg e towns, both of which aro un 
avoidable results of our complex mod 
e»2i life, m ake tem porary chang e of 
seem 
and occupation advisable foi 
all who ‘van afford it, and the multi 
plication of railroad and steam lpiat 
lines m ake such a chang e easily pus 
idbl*» . The result is that the m ajority 
of people, in w hat are called com 
foriable circum stances plan to talu 
at least one outing each year, and 
som etim es more. Each of tJu*so out 
lug s Involves for the person taking 
It ilio running of risk» which a n 
not incident to his daily life. 
Let 
alone the dang er attaching to travel 
by rail or water, thoug h this h far 
from being a neg lig ible q uantity, a 
man does a lot of tiling s when he is 
away from horn** which lo* does not 
irdinarily do, and which are bound 
to be m ore or Jess unfam iliar to him 
The activity which usually m anifest 
itself in his occupation m ust now find 
a new outlet, and io* devotes his tino 
to oio> or ano th er form of sport. His 
lack of constant fam iliarity 
with 
tie.>.o increases very m aterially th* 
dang er of accident which naturally 
link a about them. Golf, tennis, boat 
ing , swim m ing , baseball 
each 
liai 
lbs special hazards, and these aro in 
ten ibed for the man who does not 
habitually take part in them . When 
a man is aceu Joined to doing certain 
thing s he is apt to do them in pra< 
(.¡rally the sano- way every time. By 
deg rees he has com** to understand 
pretty well tlo* risks Involved, and 
lo* has adjusted IBs way of doing Ho 
particular thing ho as to avobl the» *

Vest 
took no part in the trial and was not 
disposed to speak. 
Th<> attorneys, 
however, urg ed him to make a speech, 
else their client would not think ho 
had earned his f«*<>. Being thus urg ­ 
ed, he arose, scanned the face of each 
jurym an for a m om ent and said: 
“ Gentlemen of the jury: Th© best 
friend a man has In the w« >rld may 
turn ag ainst him and become his en­ 
emy. His son or daug h ter th at he has 
reared with loving care may prove 
ung rateful. Those who are nearest 
and dearest to us, those whom we 
trust with our happiness and our 
g ood name, may become traitors to 
their faith. The money that a m an 
has he may lose. It files away from 
him, perhaps when h© needs It most 
A m an’s reputation may be sacri­ 
ficed in a m om ent of ill-considered 
action. Tlo* people who are prone to 
fall on their knees to do 
iih honor 
when success Is with us may be the 
first to throw th e stone of malic© 
when failure settles Its cloud upon 
our heads. Th« * only absolutely unsel­ 
fish friend that man can have in this 
fH'lfish world, the one th a t never d** 
serfR him, the one that nev« *r prove» 
ung rateful or treacherous, is his dog . 
A man's dog stands by him in pros­ 
perity and poverty, in health and in 
sickness. He will sleep on the cold 
g round, where tho wintry winds blow 
ind the snow drives fiercely, tf only 
lie may be near bis m aster’s side. 
He will kiss tlo* hand that has no 
food to offer; he will lick the wound» 
and Bures th at come in encounter 
with the roug hness of the world. H* 
g uards the sleep of his pauper m as­ 
ter as If he were a prince. W hen all 
other friends desi'rt, lo* 
remain*. 
When riches ta k e wing s and rep uta­ 
tion falls to pieces h«< is as constant 
in his lov« > as th<> sun in Its journey 
throug h the heavens.

fortune 
drives the m a ste r forth an outcast 
in the world, friendless and hom e­ 


less, the faithful dog asks no hig her 
privileg e than th a t of accom panying 
him, to g uard ag ainst dang er,

W hen the 
last seem* of ail comes, and death 
taken th** m aster In 11

bis body is laid away in tho
